genius sometimes loves to dwell 
among the clouds, and the result Is 
that its emanation* olten are a lort 
of camera obscnra, and weadialrtra 
and disciples are willing to ttaid on 
oar beads to get at the bidden signi- 
ficance.

11 called upun for a categorical an- 
awirto the assertion that "tbe tree 
success Is to labor," we should an- 
swer yes and no. AH men acknowl- 
edge the dignity of labor. Universal 
experiencedemonstratea Its necessity. 
Law and eon-tclenee define and dic- 
tate It as duty. 
The expression 


would perhaps be truer and more 
persplccous Is written thus— the true 
duty U tu labor, but of coarse that 
would be a truism. 


The Inquiry first suggested U how- 


far can Incomplete, unrequited labor 
be deemed success? So far as accom- 
plishment Is concerned It • appears tu 
I*? a sufficient failure. The primary 
test of sucrtttsls results. lUdeniark- 
atlon should be, within the individual 
sphere. So limited, succees Is a rjaeo- - 
tlon of degite In the final consumma- 
tion. The poor man who, after a 
long life of labor, leaves little or no 
estate to be administered, has lurely 
succeeded If he ba* supported bis 
family In comfort and educated and 
fitted bis children for useful lives. 
But the man la tbe same financial 
condition, who has squandered or 
misapplied his earnings and defraud- 
ed his dependents out of their Jait 
claims, bas fgreglously failed al- 
though be may bave labored never 
so faithfully. 
The man who has 


spent bis three score years In scienti- 
fic labor on something having pos- 
sibilities* of practical value to man- 
kind, although he dies without the 
Ight, bus grandly succeeded because 
i« sublime conception baa been tbe 


inspiration of some one coming af- 
ter who has carried It to full fruition. 
On tbe other hand, tbe alchemist, 
who has labored Incessantly for*ome 
visionary transmutation of sub- 
stances, Is a dead failure because bU 
labor was v.Ithout practical aim*. 


Tbe success of labor Is more than 


the accomplishment of Its Immediate 
and avowed purposes. In tbe larger 
sense It must be measured bf lt» 
actual effect. The element! ol this 
are numerous. These are, among 
other?, the example of cheerful, well 
directed labor; Ugh Ideal*, sell educa- 
tion under adverse conditions; Judi- 
cious expenditure of time and wages; 
love for humanity; presenlns a 
• weet, unenvlous disposition; render- 
ing fair equivalents; working upon 
honor; these and many others are the 
I'riats which every honest man may 
leave, and which shall be for the en- 
couragement of the "forlorn and 
shipwrecked brother" who may for- 
tunately discover them. 


While, as the world estimates It, 


true success embodied latbeexpre*- 


"get there," It should not 


be forgotten that ihe beat inccessls 
seldom tbe result of forcing process- 
es. 1'atlence and perseverance are 
the real elements. TLe true man la- 
bor* and waltf. The consummation 
U likely 17 partake of the nature of 
the man, while the man Minself, tn 
the ont-come, saves or damns bis 
manhood by tbe method* b« ba*

CAYS HE HAS USURPED POWERS 


OF THE HOUSE. 


BITTER SPEECH IN HOUSE 


Kotion for Inquiry Into Legality of 


Recent Pension Order Laid on 


the Table by Margin cf 


Only Three Vote*. 


Washington. April 1L—The president 


and the administration were attacked 
and defended In congress Saturday. In 
the house Mr. Bourke Cockran berated 
tbe Louse for permitting the president 
to usurp all tbe power formerly pos- 
sessed by the Louse until that body has 
so lost caste that tbe newspapers no 
longer considered Its proceedings worth 
printing. 


In the senate Senator Epooner ap- 


peared as the administration champion, 
and declared that while President Roose- 
velt was laying himself open to tbe 
triticUn of bis political opponents by 
boldly facing situations and enforcing 
the law. tbe democratic party was seek- 
ing as a candidate "some safe, calm, tl- 
lent. Judicious man. who can be held up 
In Xonh Carolina as a trust buster atd 
in Wall street as a man entirely devoted 
to the business interests." 


Coekran Hakes Brilliant Speech. 
Mr. Ccxkran's effort marked his re- 


entry Into tbe house as tbe successor of 
George B. McClellan. now jnay&r of Xew 
York, and ai an orator was up to his 
c&ual standard. He bad Introduced a 
motion to have the Judiciary committee 
Inquire as to tte legality of the presi- 
dent's order to pay pensions for sge dis- 
abilities. He said tte resolution was of- 
[ered tolely to vindicate the dignity of 
tte house. He did not. he said, question 
the propriety of paring liberal pensions 
to federal soldiers, but he declared that 
:he basis of these payments should be 
the laws of congress."and tot any self- 
constitnted authority." 


No Fragment of Power Lift. 


If. he said, tbe president's ort« r Is rec- 


ognized by the Louse. -«tat fragment 
of power is there left to the hoursT~ By 
one stroke of the pen. he declared, the 
president had appropriated JSO.OCO.CCO.

What frag- 
ment of control over tbe country's 
purser* Continuing, be said that "this 
pretence of Interpretation of tbe law Is 
3ut a hollow mockery and a play of 
words." and added: *It Is knownby tbe 
man who wrote It as thown by tbe order 
Itself." 


President Whole Power. 


In Us opinion, the steady decline In 


he dignity of the Louse had attracted 
auch attention. In a sarcastic vein 
Le declared ttat the president allowed 
congress tbe privilege of declaring war. 
and he was loudly applauded by the 
democrats when he added: "But tte 
president makes war when Le chooses 
to." 


Continuing, he Inquired if it was pos- 


sible that the house must cocfcss now 
that its last Intrtnchment has been taken 
-by a subordinate execntlvecficer,"and 
said that tbe contempt which had been 
extended to tbe house and tte violation 
of Its rights constitutid tbe measure of 
respect, attention, and 
submission 


which it deserved. Raising his voice to 
a high pitch, he said that tbe Louse "Is 
tbe sanctuary of our constitutional tem- 
ple.
